DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

To have a general inventive concept under PCT rule 13.1 , the inventions need to 
be linked by a special technical feature. The special technical feature recited in claim 21 
is a kit comprising reagents that specifically bind with kallikrein 13. In view of this 
Chang et al. (British Journal of Cancer, May 2002, Vol. 86 pages 1457-1464) reads on 
the claim. Chang et al. teach two gene-specific primers designed to identify the KLK13 
(kallikrein 13) RNA sequence. The primers span more than two exons to avoid 
contamination by genomic DNA. Therefore the technical feature recited in claim 21 is 
not special. Accordingly the groups are not so linked at to form a single general 
concept under rule 1 3. 1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 3, 5, 8-10, and 24-29, drawn to a method for detecting endocrine 
cancer. 

Group II, claim(s) 7, drawn to a method for monitoring the progression of endocrine 
cancer. 

Group III, claim(s) 1 1 , drawn to a method for assessing efficacy of a test agent for 
inhibiting endocrine cancer. 
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Group IV, claim(s) 21 and 23, drawn to a kit for assessing the presence of endocrine 
cancer. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: As set forth above, in 
view of the teaching of Chang et al., the groups are not so linked as to form a single 
general concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because the technical feature of claim 21 is not 
special. 

Groups Mil and IV are related by product and process of using. Their shared 
technical feature is a reagent that binds with killikrein 13, but Chang et al. teach gene 
specific primers that bind kallikrein 13. Groups I, II and III are different methods, which 
can be carried out using different reagents. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.

All claims directed a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of an 
allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 
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In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of35U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01
